Som ething M otorists 
Should K eep in Mind 
TWO HUNDRED OALLONS of gasoline 
would last an A card holder about two 
years and eight m onths, at the present 
allowable rate of consumption, but a big 
United States bomber uses th a t m uch in 
one hour. 
I h e Keystone Automobile Club stresses 
this in a statem ent urging m otorists’ co­ 
operation in saving all possible gasoline 
for use of the country’s arm ed forces. The 
club believes there has not been enough 
em phasis on the trem endous quantities 
of gasoline and oil needed for prosecution 
of the war. 
Motorists, it says. would have 
accepted inconvenience and hardships more 
readily lf the facta had been more plainly 
stated. 
Quoting from a recent report made by 
the Office of W ar Inform ation, Keystone 
gives the following figures on gas consump­ 
tion for war: 
A mechanized division bum s up 18,000 
gallons of gasoline per hour at norm al 
speed: a fighter plane needs IOO gallons an 
hour and a bomber 200 gallons. 
Ships 
which carry supplies 
to 
the 
armies 
in 
Africa average 214 OOO gallons of heavy fuel 
oil for the round trip. 
‘‘These are just a few of the uses of 
gasoline on the war fronts of the world ’* 
said R J. Quinn, acting m anager of the 
club. 
‘ The total am ount of gas and oil 
needed for m ilitary operations will stagger 
the imagination when it eventually is made 
public.” 
If we at home keep these facts in mind. 
we will be more likely to think twice before 
using gas for any nonessential purpose. 


July Should R eveal 
G erman Finish Y ear 
IT SHOULD NOT BE LONO now until 
th e Allies' intentions for 1943 are revealed. 
It is a question of w hether the pattern of 
1918 will be followed, or w hether the Allies 
Intend simply to draw the noose tighter by 
seizing every possible air base and to spend 
th e w inter in vast air bom bardm ents In 
preparation for the knockout blows next 
spring. If the 1918 pattern is to be follow­ 
ed, the knockout blow is in process of being 
prepared. 
It is evident th a t the Germ ans have 
suffered 
trem endous 
production 
losses 
through heavy bombings of their principal 
Industrial centers, th a t Italy is reeling and 
th a t morale throughout the Axis countries 
has been badly blighted. 
But it would be 
a serious m istake to assume th a t the Nazis 
are not still very powerful. It may require 
great strength to destroy G erm any this 
year. 
The problem resolve* Itself around the 
point of how strong the Allies are. No one 
but 
the m ilitary 
hierarchy 
knows the 
answer and it wilt be told not in words, but 
in action. 
It should be revealed during 
the m onth of July w hether the war in 
Europe is likely to end this fall or next.

lngton t* now preparing to cut the 
cost of living by “rolling back ’ the 
price of certain staple foods. The 
price of meat, for instance, is to be 
lowered about three cents a pound. 
The consumer, of course, will be 
glad to see hi* food cost* go down, 
but he will not be so pleased when 
he finds out that his taxes are to 
be Increased to make up the differ­ 
ence. In other words, the "roll-Bkck'’ 
of price is a deception and a farce. 
In order to reduce food price*, the 
government has arranged to pay 
‘•subsidies'* to food producers, so 
that they will receive the same 
amount they have been receiving. 
That is, if a meat producer has been 
telling an animal at 25 cents a 
pound he will now sell at twenty-two 
cent# and the government will give 
hun the other three cents. With a 
big smile on hi* face, the consumer 
will buy this cheaper meat. 
Then 
the government will taxe toe con­ 
sumer to get th# oilier three cents, 
and perhaps a little more to pay the 
salaries of th# official* needed to 
administer the subsidy system. 
It is not strange that farm spokes­ 
men are denouncing the subsidy 
plan. It is not Intended to benefit 
the producer, but is a salve to or­ 
ganized labor. Assailed on ail sides 
by demand* for wag# increases be­ 
cause of the Increased cost of living, 
our government agencies are taking 
what may be termed an economic 
primrose path 
The bigger wage 
demands are to be satisfied with 
reduction* In the cost of living. 
while at the same time the producer 
is to be told that hi* prices are too 
high but nevertheless toe govern­ 
ment will pay him the difference. 
Since all the people will be taxed 
to pa v the billion* that the food 
aubsidies will cost. the farm pro­ 
ducer will be mulched for a consid­ 
erable part. and the city consumer 
for the rest. This is what may be 
called a “slick" scheme. It I* also 
a good sample of New Deal “states­ 
manship."

In 
toe judge­ 
ment of the present writer,- the 
most disturbing lack in the coun­ 
try’s information about Washing­ 
ton is nobody’s fault, so much as it 
is a result of an unescapable condi­ 
tion. To an extreme degree, every­ 
body has his eyes focused on a tree, 
one tree or another; few see the 
, forest as a whole. Administrative 
officials are intent each upon hi* 
own immediate problem. Heads of 
pressure groups, such a labor and 
farmers, put out strongly partisan 
views. Speeches to Congress likewise 
are frequently partisan. The infor­ 
mation put but by, or inspired by, 
officials, Including sometimes the 
president at press conferences, ate 
in the nature of things incomplete; 
apt to be one-sided, apt to be de­ 
signed to get the public to accept 
an official view. 
This is inherent in the conditions. 
Even Mr. Davis of C W I., being an 
official, cannot be wholly immune 
from the tendency. 


Reporting Affected 


These 
characteristic* 
of 
the 
source* of news necessarily affect 
the reporting of news. Because of 
lack, as a rule, of time for re­ 
search, or even for adequate re­ 
flection, judgments are apt to be 
hasty. 
As a result, the impact of news 
upon toe country is fragmentary, 
confusing, disquieting. This is no­ 
body's fault. It cannot be over­ 
come readily, perhaps not at all. 
Most certainly, the space remaining 
to this article does not permit any * 
comprehensive view of the 
forest 
as a whole. The condensation en­ 
forced leaves glaring gaps. What is 
said here is not merely one mans 
Judgment, It overlaps the view of 
person* who are well informed and 
who consciously hold 
themselves 
to a grasp of the Washington scene 
as a whole. 


W ar Program AU R ight 


Army, Navy, Military Operations: 
About these, the best Judgment, 
and the practically universal Judg­ 
ment, is strongly favorable; the 
public has reason to feel assured 
confidence. Admitting the initial 
defect vt watchfulness at Pearl 
Harbor, and tile prewar error of 
Judgment about Japan’s strength, 
military and naval operation* since 
we entered the war have been care­ 
fully planned, sure-footed, solidly 
successful;

That slowdown 
is negligible The sum of the facts 
is that our production of war ma­ 
terial* ha* been a marvel of the 
world. It could be interrupted by 
any paralysis of coal mining due to 
strikes, but this is unthinkable 
Food: In this field, unfortunately, 
the situation is as disturbing as toe 
pessimistic say. 
Yet, while the ef­ 
fect of some early mistakes cannot 
be fully overcome, It is still possible 
to get the production and distribu­ 
tion of food upon a basis to avoid 
crisis. Till* is imperative, for a food 
crisis some months from now might 
affect both ourselves and our allies 
in such a way as to negative much 
of our success to other fields of to* 
war effort.
